O UR worthy Member, Dr. Jurin, having red¬ 
ded for fome time at News a ft l? upon Tim, had 
the Curiofity to travel the Country between 
that and Carlifte, in order to obferve what might oc¬ 
cur worth notice in the Remains of the Ruins of the 
famous Viols- Wall, built by the Romans ro fecure ihem- 
felves, againft the Incurfions of the Natives of that 
part of Britain they cared not to conquer. In this 
Perambulation, befides many other valuable Obferva- 
tions which in time he may be prevail’d with to beftow 
on the Publick, Dr. Jurin faw and tranfcrib’d no left 
than Twenty Roman Infer ip tions, fome of which we had 
formerly receiv’d from others, but many of them whol¬ 
ly new; among them the following, which, tho' broken 
and in great part illegible, fufSces to fix the Marne oil 
one of the Ancient Nations of Britain, that has hither¬ 
to been greatly mifcall’d, ’Tis thus,

and is to be feen on the Wall, about two Miles »?eft 
from Ltnercrofs - Ably, near the Confines of our two Nor- 
thermoft Counties. 
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Here ’tis obfervable, that the lad A of the (econd 
Line has a Mark that follows it, not unlike to the lad 
Scroak of an N ; and if inftead of we put N, we 
lhal! read it CIVITATE CATVVl LLAVNORVM, 
which we cannot doubt to have been the true Name of 
that People which Dion. Cajfius, Lib. LX. calls KetlusX- 
Aa«>l, and Ptolomy, in his Geography, Ub.l I. cap. 3. 
more falfly, KaTvg^^Aat >ot ; the firft A by producing the 
tranfverfe Stroak having been midaken for This Na¬ 
tion appears by £>/0» to have been more potent than their 
Neighbours the Dobuni (whom he calls Boduni ) and had, 
according to Ptolomy, V".rolamium for their Capital, which 
’tis mod probable, was the Cajjivdlauni oppidumoi C<e- 
far. So that it fhould (eem Cafivellaunus King of thefe 
Catuvillauni when Cafar invaded Britain, either gave 
his Name to his People, or took theirs. But he was no 
doubt the mod potent Prince at that time in Britain , 
fince by common Confent of the red, he was made Ge¬ 
neral of their united Forces, in defence of their Coun¬ 
try s Caufe againd the Remans. 
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
